CAVTAT, Mausoleum of the family 


Cavtat is a small town on the south 
ern shore of the Bay of 2upa, 12 miles 
south of Dubrovnik. The town is situ¬ 
ated on a small hilly peninsula called 
Rat. The climate is very mild and 

• ere is lots of lush vegetation in- 
bding large patches of beautiful 
oleander. Palm trees dot the scenic 
harbor with groves of pine trees grow¬ 
ing on the upper parts of the peninsu¬ 
la. The scenery is a tourist's delight. 

While Cavtat has a population of 
only a 1,000, it serves as a hub for 
nearby villages. Obod (my grandfather 1 
birthplace) is a village on the Adria¬ 
tic Highway, l£ miles east of Cavtat 
amongst olive groves. Obod is at a 
higher elevation than Cavtat and over¬ 
looks the town with the Adriatic Sea 
serving as a backdrop. Obod truly en¬ 
joys a "million dollar" view. The 
village of Plat, 3 miles north of Cav¬ 
tat, is the site of a mammoth hydro¬ 
electric plant which serves southern 
Dalmatia. Just south of Cavtat is the 
village of Mofcicfi where Dubrovnik's 
airport is located. Further south is 
fiilipi, which is the center of the nor¬ 
thern part of the Konavli Valley. (More- 
on the Konavli Valley in the .future) 

Cavtat was founded before the birth 

t Christ by the Illyrians; later it 
e under the rule of Greece. The 
eks named it Epidaurus. In 47 B.C. 
it was conquered by the Roman emperor, 
Octavian. The Slavs appeared in the 
7th century and from that point on, it 


it was solidly Slav. The Roman ref¬ 
ugees, who were displaced by the 
Slavs, crossed the Bay of 2upa and 
founded a settlement called Ragusa, 
which later became Dubrovnik. (Those 
of us from the Cavtat area are fond 
of pointing out that Cavtat both 
caused and predated Dubrovnik. The 
Roman word for Dubrovnik was Ragusa. 
Interestingly, even today, Italian 
maps refer to Cavtat as "Ragusa 
Vecchia" or Old Ragusa.) 

As Dubrovnik grew and prospered, 
it became a commercial rival of the 
Venetian Empire in the Middle Ages. 

It was during this period that Cav¬ 
tat became a possession of Dubrov¬ 
nik. Subsequently, Cavtat's history 
was that of Dubrovnik's until Napol¬ 
eon's armies conquered Dubrovnik in 
1806. 

Cavtat was to be the scene of a 
futile effort to take Dubrovnik back 
from the French. An English force, 
combined v/ith some of Dubrovnik's 
noblemen hoisted the old Dubrovnik 
flag over Cavtat, declared the Repub¬ 
lic reborn, and elected a provisional 
government. This action was to prove 
fruitless as politics reared its ugly 
head. In France Napoleon was over¬ 
thrown and exiled to Elba. The peace 
conference after his exile, ceded 
Dubrovnik, Cavtat, and the rest of 
Dalmatia to Austria where they were 
to remain until the creation of 
Yugoslavia in 1918. 

Today, a visitor to Cavtat is 
thrilled by its breathtaking beauty & 
serenity. Prominent in the land¬ 
scape of Cavtat is the RaCid family 
mausoleum. This marble structure 
was designed and built by the noted 
sculptor, Ivan Mestrovicf. It sits in 
the middle of a cemetary on the high¬ 
est part of the tov/n. It is inter¬ 
esting to note that the choicest 
piece of real estate in Cavtat is 
occupied by a cemetary for its peo¬ 
ple. It speaks well of the citizens' 
priorities.

OUR YUGOSLAV TRIP, Part IV

Our stay in Praznica, on the 
island of Brae, began with visiting 
with as many relatives as possible in 
a weeks time. One of the first points 
of interest was to visit the local 
cemetary, seeing the gravesites of 
many of our relatives and listening 
to stories about how many of our rel¬ 
atives died, especially during the war. 
Another point of interest was a jour¬ 
ney to Vidova Gora, which is the high¬ 
est point of any of the islands on the 
Dalmatian coast. There is much his¬ 
tory to be seen on this point and on a 
clear day you can look across the sea 
to the coastline of Italy. 

We also visited a rock processing 
plant in Pudi&ca. The rocks and mar¬ 
ble that is exported from Brae is 
among the most famous in the world. 

We also visited the city of Bol, which 
is famous for its beach, which is 
called "Zlatni Rat". (Golden Rod). Its 
beach changes direction as the wind and 
tide changes, leaving many to believe 
it to be some kind of miracle. The 
living standard on Brae is always im¬ 
proving. We were told by our relatives 
that the last ten years has brought 
about the most change of any time pre¬ 
vious. We were very impressed with 
the improvements that they are making 
on their homes. The work is very pro¬ 
fessional looking and the people seem 
to be very talented with their hands. 

The food we ate was the most de¬ 
licious we had ever tasted. It is 
matched only by their very warm hos¬ 
pitality and their ability to make 
us feel welfcome and at home. Two of 
our most memorable meals was the bar¬ 
becuing of a whole lamb and a whole 
goat. It was like watching a master 
at work, to see how the men prepared 
and barbecued the meat. Of course, 
the women could not be outdone with 
their marvelous cakqs and pastries. 


It was truly a dieters nightmare, but 
how we enjoyed it. 

All too soon it seemed the we^^ 
had come to an end. Our children 
would have stayed through the entire 
summer if it had been possible. What 
an experience they had in meeting 
their cousins, and in only one week, 
they had become fast friends. To 
children, there is no language barrier, 
in fact, there is no barrier at all. 
Needless to say, there were tears as 
we said our goodbyes, but there was 
also a special feeling for these 
marvelous people that we had not 
experienced before we came there. 

Until you actually share your life 
with others, as they did with our 
family, even for only a week, you 
cannot fully appreciate the closeness 
and love we will always have for each 
other. It is a special bond that 
will never be broken, even though we 
are thousands of miles apart. 

We boarded the ferry at Supetar 
for our departure from Brae. Seven 
of our relatives came to see us off. 

We could still see them waving in the 
distance as the island became smal 
and smaller. 

Our visit to Yugoslavia turne 
out to be more exciting and enjoy¬ 
able than we had ever imagined, and 
we brought home v/ith us a lifetime

My overall reaction to our trip 
was — fantastic! I'm definately 
looking forward to going back again. 

The island of Brae was the last 
destination of our Yugoslav trip. Even 
though Hvar was much more modern, and 
the standard of living better. Brae 
was still my favorite place. The rea¬ 
son being that my grandfather and grand¬ 
mother were born there, so v/e had heard 
so much about "the old country" that it 
was like a dream come true to actually 
go there. We stayed in the town of 
Praznica, located right in the center 
of the island. Here v/e stayed with, 
and visited numerous, and I mean 
numerous relatives. V/e visited an 
average of four or five relatives a 
day, and we had to eat something at 
each persons' house or they would get 
insulted.. When we weren't visiting, 
i^ksaw different sights on the island, 
of these sights was the "Yama", 
which was the most unusual thing we 
saw. A yama is a bottomless pit which 
was formed by the ocean eating av/ay 
at the limestone under the island. The 
opening of the yama that v/e saw was as 
big as a house. 

A couple of our cousins could 
speak english, as they had taken it in 
school, so we could converse pretty 
v/ell with each other. We played chess, 
and hunted and did quite a few things 
with them. 

The most remarkable thing for me 
was to realize that my "Nono" left the 
old country over half a century ago to 
make a new life in America. So, for 
me to go back and see v/here he was born 
and lived, to walk the roads he actually 
walked, and to see the sights he had 
seen and talked of for so many years, 
meant something very special to me 
that I will never forget for the rest 
of my life.

18 ounces Swans Down cake flour 
8-10 ounces luke-warm milk 
5 tbsp. sugar 
1 pkg. yeast 
3 egg yolks 
1 tbsp. rum 

1 cube margarine (unsalted) 

£ tsp. salt 

Allow the yeast to rise in a 7 cup of 
luke-v/arm milk. In a large bov/1, sift 
the flour. When the yeast is ready, 
combine it with flour, sugar, egg yolks 
rum, margarine, and salt. Mix to¬ 
gether by hand for about 15 minutes. 
Cover the bowl with foil and aliow 
to rise in a v/arm place untill doubled. 
Devide the dough into three parts. 

Roll each part out very thin and spread 
the filling over it. Roll it and place 
into greased and floured baking sheet. 
Bake at 350 for about 30 min. then turn 
oven to 325 and bake it for 20 - 30 mins.

It should have a nice brown color. Cool 
before cutting. 

Filling: 

I-? pound ground walnuts 

1 cup milk 

3/4 cup brown sugar 

3/4 cup granulated sugar 

5 tbsp. rum 

1 tsp. cinnamon 

Boil the milk and add: walnuts, sugar, 
rum, cinnamon. Cook for a few minutes 
stirring constantly. Cool before 
spreading over the dough.
